The  editor's  ar- 
gument is  the  same  as  that  which  says  “So 
many  people  ought  not  to  go  to  the  State 
Conventions  ami  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
ventions. They  ought  to  stay  at  home  and 
give  that  money  to  missions.”  The  argu- 
ment forgets  that  the  Ijest  way  to  get  money 
for  missions  is  to  get  people  to  the  conven- 
tions Likewise  the  editor  forgets  that  the 
best  way  to  get  money  for  and  procure  in- 
terest in  missions  is  to  let  the  whole  peo- 
ple be  represented  in  the  plans. 

2.  The  organization.  You  say  the  boards 
get  information  through  the  executive  com- 
mittees. Well,  maybe  so.  but  I have  served 
on  our  executive  committee  nearly  three 
years  and  for  two  years  have  been  chair- 
man and  to  my  c rtaiu  knowledge  the  board 
has  never  approached  our  committee  for  in- 
formation. Yet  appropriations  have  been 
made  in  our  bounds  that  the  committee 
would  never  have  agreed  to  or  endorsed. 

There  is  no  complaint  about  the  board  be- 
ing ungenerous  in  its  donations.  Some 
thiuk  the  board  has  been  rather  too  gener- 
ous, helping  places -that  could  help  them- 
selves. The  question  is  whether  fifteen  men. 
nine  of  whom  live  in  the  same  community, 
are  more  capable  of  managing  the  Baptist 
mission  interests  of  the  state  than  forty  or 
fifty  men.  chosen  from  every  part  of  the 
state.. 

There  are  many  Baptists  who  persist  in 
believing  that  whereever  there  is  ^taxation 
there  ought  to  be  representation  The 
churches  are  nearly  all  represented  in  the 
associations  and  according  to  the  proposed 
plans  those  “messengers  of  tin*  churches'’ 
would  (elect  tjicir  representation  014  the 
board,  ami  that  would  be  true  co-operation. 

The  editor’s  point  about  each  church  hav- 
ing a representative  on  the  board  is  wide  of 
the  mark  and  not  feasible  at  all.  The 
church  is  not  the  unit  in  our  organized 
work  at  all.

The  Proposed  Change. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  t > weary  Record 
readers  in  championing  the  cause  of  my  pro- 
posed amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the 
convention,  hut  h few  things  in  your  recent 
editorial  on  the  subject  requires,  from  my 
point  of  view,  immediate  correction. 

1 As  to  cost.  Now.’  brother  Editor,  if 
we  are  going  to  figuring  on  the  expense. I 
[dead  that  we  shall  keep  a little  more  in  the 
bounds  of  accuracy.  You  say  that  if  there 
was  only  one  grnefal  meeting  it  would  cost 
nearly  one  thousand  dollar*  1 live  150 
miles  from  Jackson.  Any  preacher  or  any 
other  man  who  rides  on  mileage  can  buy 
a round  trip  ticket  to  Jackson  from  West 
Point  for  $6.00  ami  then  stay  in  Jackson  48 
hours  for  four  dollars  more,  making  #10.00 
for  the  trip  and  he  would  most  probably  not 
need  stay  there  that  long  There  would  be 
more  members  living  closer  to  Jackson  than 
West  Point  is  than  there  would  be  living 
farther.  Ten  dollars  is,  therefore,  more 
than  the  average  Expense  Ten  times  43  is 
according  to  my  arithmetic  $4.30  instead 
of  $1,000.00.  According  to  the  editor’s  fig- 
ures it  would  require  an  average  of  $23  00 
ami  a fraction  fur  the  members  to  go  to 
Jackson  for  24  or  36  hours  to  attend  the 
board  meeting.

Beaching  the  Many  Through  tnc  Few.

There  is  a church  in  v 1 .eh  1I1  fci.istor 
and  a few  leaders  were  confronted  with 
the  problem  of  how  to  bring  their  church 
as  a whole  to  a proper  appreciation  of  its  ob- 
ligation to  world  wide  missions  was 

the  problem  common  to  nil.  What  dm  they 
do?  They  recognized  that  the  metiiiM  em- 
ployed by  our  Lord,  who  did  not  attempt 
to  reach  multitude  by  his  own  effost.  but 
trained  a few  to  lend  the  campaign  after

Accordingly  they  organized  a Mission 
Study  ( lus#  composed  of  six  or  eight  mem 
hers.  This  class  met  once  a week  fir  ten 
weeks  to  discuss  a chapter  each  time  in  a 
text  hook  on  missions  which  has  bin  se- 
cured from  the  Educational  Depart  mint  of 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  Richmond.  Va 
There  was  a leader  for  all  the  ». -shiAhs  of 
the  class.  The  leader  was  helped  greatly 
by  two  pamphlets  presented  by  the  Hdiica- 
tional  Department,  which  outlined  Ini*  th 
class  should  Be  run  and  how  the  bnokjcould 
be  studied  to  the  best  advantage.  Th«| prep- 
aration of  the  lesson  required  about  an  hour 
each  week  in  addition  to  the  time  fir  tin 
meeting  of  the  class. 

So  far  only  six  out  of  the  membership  of 
six  hundred  were  reached.

Furthermore,  we  believe  that  if  only  ten 
per  cent  ot  our  church  members  esu  l*c  in- 
duced to  engage  in  this  definite  mission 
study,  there  will  lie  such  a missionary  at- 
mosphere created  that  the  whole  will  be 
aroused  It  will  take  years  to  reach  the 
ten  per  cent  hut  it  can  be  reached  before 
the  whole  can  and  the  whole  ran  be  reached 
when  the  ten  per  cent  is. 

If  hv  reaching  the  ten  per  cent  we  can 
reach  the  whole,  manifestly  the  thing  to 
do  is  to  move  on  the  ten  per  cent.  But 
the  ten  per  cent  can  nat  he  reached  at  onee 
We  must  he  willing  to  make  a beginning  — 
to  crawl  Is'fore  we  walk.  The  magnificent 
results  cited  above  were  set. in  motion  by 
organizing  one  Mission  Study  Class  of  six 
people  aud  it  took  several  years  to  reach 
the  goal  touched  last  year.
